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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Hirano simply discloses another way to efficiently 
distribute the pads on a chip to an exterior structure by having the pads go one way and the bumps on the exterior structure go another 
way. Such an arrangement economizes the amount of space on the chip as disclosed by the title of the Hirano reference. Whether the 
structures are on one side or another is not relevant since the Hirano reference is only used to show that certain arrangements (wherein 
one line is going in one direction and another line is going in another direction) is an economical way to arrange connections for a chip 
and Nakamigawa already discloses the structure wherein the pads/bumps are on the revelant side. 
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
